tonceite his lofty, and his life loitering, whoſe idleneſſe ingen⸗ 
dꝛeth diſdainfuincſle to labour, which-thzough long ſuffe- 
rance, mult needes in the end, grow to (ome great inconue⸗ 
niente.

Tele, like tall virdes thatberay their owne nelt,02 hate- 
full matching curres, neuer ceaſe barking and railing in o⸗ 
wdience at their fellow miniſters, yea and ſuch as their 
- faultes and blemiſhes being rightly waighed, are fewer in 
number, and lighter in waight then their owne, whoſe 
innocent lines are able fo confute their viperous ſlaunders: 
vtterly deſpiling all thoſe in whom they lee any infirmity in 
man, as though themſclues were ſome airie ſpirites. Eſpeci⸗ 
ally, ſuch as they perceiue moze pleaſant and ſociable of nas 
ture, 02 moꝛe delighted in mirth and honeſt paſtime fo2 their 
healty and recreation thein agreth with their owne Stoicall 
diſpoſition : os if his gifts in pzeaching doe not altogether ſa⸗ 
e their fantaſticall humozs. and his darine applied ta the 
leditions vaine: though the man be neuer ſo honeſt in life and 
connerſation, noz ſo carefull and diligent in diſcharging his 
duty accoꝛding to his talent: yet in the ende of theſe vehe⸗ 
ment accuſers, he is a dumbe Dog, ſalte without ſanoure, 
a bell without a clapper , and a feder without fod: the chils 
dzen(ſaythey)do-cry tos meat, but he hath none, neyther foz 
humſelfe, noz them, except they will haue whole loaues: as 
though he could doe nothing but caſt the Bible at their heads. 
Such a wile reaſon made that late ſpꝛung vppe heretike 
35:owne,a bꝛother of theirs, when he compared God to a man 
that loued potage well, that as a man might bee glutted with 
too many potage, ſo might God with one pꝛayer often ſaide. Luk,s,z6, 42. 
Chus they accuſe without truth, iudge without aut hozttp, 
and condemne without triall, whereby the pvoze miniſters 
of tye Church, who of a good conſcience ,-doe keepe them- 
ſclues within compaſſe of oꝛder, and indeuour to continue 
the people in due ob:dience to the ſame , are 


defaced, and ſhaked vppe . open audience , v . 
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they were moſt gricuous and notozious offenders, pea Jeſa- 
bell was neuer moze madde againfthe true Pꝛophets, e- 
rod againſt the innocent, noz the @cribes and Phariſtes as 
gainſt Chꝛiſt himſelfe, then theſe ſeuere cenſoꝛs are againſt 
their pee bꝛethꝛen, to bzing them into hatred and difcredite 
amongſt the people, to the end, that by one meanes oz other, 
they might hitch them out of their liuings, and eniop it them; 
ſelues. Yea ſuch is the miſery of our dayes, when youth are 
ſo fantanſticall to inuent, and age ſo ſenſeleſſe to credit, that 
the one is bꝛought into foles Paradiſe, the other into open 
dotage, being thought a thing ſermely and tollerable 1 a 
young ſcholler of ſmall learning, and leſſe wit, befoxe he be 
either ripe in knowledge, gouerned in life, c refozmcd in 
manners, to pꝛicke vp into the Pulpet, bluſhing like a black 
dogge ,tocontrolt, diſcredite, and veface the anncient graue 
Biſhops, and reuerendlearned Fathers of the lande : much 
like as a p20ud beardlefſe Boy ſhould ſit in a chapꝛe with a 
rodde in his hand, teaching: and S. Auguſt ine and Chꝛiſo⸗ 
ſtom to ſap their leſſons : In whoſe iudgement they are but 
laſie loyterers, dum Dogges, popiſhe dogoꝛs, men pleaſers, 
and their Churches no better then dennes of therues, beyng 
growne ſo farre paſt ſhame, and voive of all humanity.that 
now they fall from reaſoning to plaine round railing, ſcof- 
fing , tearing, deriding and thzeatning of buffets, with bent 
fiſtes: tn ſo much that no ſtate oʒ degree can ſcape their vene⸗ 
mous tongus, They looke likeLions , lere like Foxes, hiſſe 
kke adders,barke like dogs, and if they durſt, they would bits 
ke Tigers: ſo malicioulip meaſuring other mens doinges 
by the crooked line of the y own imaginations, that J tyinke 


Af wiſe Salomon and learned Paul were here in theſe dapes: 


the one would be taken fo2 a fwle , the other foꝛ a mad man, 
Dumbe Dog is a great wozdin their mouthes:that Sermon 
where Dumbe Dog is left out, is not woꝛth a pin, it fits not 


their fancie: foz why ? their whole felitity, is in barking and 


ſnatching, yea rather then ceaſe, foz want of other, they 
would barke at the Mone and ſeuen Starres: They are 
much like the Dog that Cicero ſpeaketh of, that beyng ſet in 
Capitolio , a tower in Rome to fray theeues, left the thecues 
and felt a barking at true men, whoſe dodrine and example 
of life, tends onely to this end to dziue the Nucenes _—

fo a lothſomeneſſe and miſliking of the pꝛeſent gonernement, 
and oꝛʒder eſtabliſhed, to diſcredite her Paieſties ſupzemacy, 
to defaco her miniſterp, and contemne her la wes, to ſurteit the 
Church with s chiſmes, and infect the common wealth with 
factions. nd if wiſedome in time do not pꝛeuent it, then fol- 
ly in trial i will ſurely repent it. 

To vie the laudable cecemonies of the Church, they make 
it an heinous off2nce ; but in diſobeping the Pzinces lawes, 
dackebyting their ſuperiours, laundering their bzethꝛen, dil 


quieting the Church, abuſing the office of godly pꝛeaching by 1. Tim. 1.6.7. 


their vaine ſeditious pꝛatling, they make no offence at all. 
TheyGeme very diligent and ſludious.but it is rather fo no⸗ 
uelties, and variety to make an eloquent ſhow, that by the per⸗ 
ſwaſible woꝛdes of mans wiſedome they map delight itching 
eares,then fo2 ſound dogrrine to conuert ſinfull hearts; they 
vſe cunning perſwaſions with faire golden phꝛaſes, but as 
Ablolon did fo ſteale away the heartes of the people from Das 
nid: they pꝛoclaime publike faſtings, but as Feſabel did to kil 
Naboth. Fo2 under colour of refozmation, they ſerke to robbe 
God of his honour, the Pzince of her due, andthe Clcargy 
of their liuings: being as is ſuppoſed inſtruments of ſome o⸗ 
thers, who by their meanes ſerke to make the Church a mark 
to ſhoote at, and a carcalle to pzay vpon, to the ſpoyle,onecr- 
thꝛow, and vtter contuſion of Church, learning, religion, and 
all. Deuiſers and fanciers were neuer god either foz Church 
92 common wealth. So Judas vnder pꝛetente of holineſfſe, 
deſired to haue the ointment ſolde fo2 a great ſumme to re⸗ 
tiene the poze withall : but his purpoſe was to get the mo⸗ 
nep into his owne bagge : ſo was it pzefended that the lands 
ok #bbtes, Colleges, and Chauntries, ſhould haue beene un- 
ploped fo the inriching of the King, maintaining of ſchwles, 
andrelicuing the poꝛe, but they are put to maintaine pompe, 
pꝛide, andſuperfluity. Faire wozdes and wicked deedes de⸗ 
teiue both wife men and fooles. 

Thus when vnder the name of a Sermon, theſe great 
builders haue toſſed their fantaſticall dearine, ſuch as Peter 
neuer planted, noz Paul neuer watered, befoze the light be- 
leeuing multitude, with ſuch an out ward ſhe we of holyneſle, 
that Lady hipocriſte her ſelfe could not moze fifly handles the 


matter, ſpitting out their poyſon with cutting girdes, dif- Mat. 23, 24,

Thele are no laſie loiterers, but diligent feeders, ſuch as 
John Leaden, Dauid Geozge, and Knipper Doling in Ger- 
manie, apt and ready to ſow ſchiſmes in the Church, facti- 
ons in the common wealth, and ſet the countrie together by 
the eares. They are not idle, but ſure they were better be idle 
then (o buſily occupied in applying their wittes by art and 
learning, to wozke dilſention and miſchiefe in the harts of the 
people, They feede in derde, but their food is ſuch as can hatds 
ly be receiued without danger. Whole hipocriticall puritie, 
churliſh ſtearne countenance , diſdaining to giue men their 
titles of honour . pꝛiuie conuenticles, and condemning our 
Chꝛiſtian oꝛder in baptiziag of Jnfants , do manifeſtlie hem

them no other. but the very ſec of Anabaptiltes, And i that 
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qrave,reuercnd and learned father D,CWhitgift now Arehbi- 
ſhop of Canterburie, had not ſtept in in time, to withſtande 3

Theſe are not hirclings in ſtead of ſhephear ds, noz wolucs | 
in ſtead of hirelings. but rather deuils in ſtead of wolues. Foz Pilaries ſer⸗ 
if peacemakersbe the childzen of God, ſure theſe diſturbersof g mode ut 
peace mult needes be the childꝛen ol the deail, they llerp in in, g4, nes, 
and it is high time to awake them, 

Pet by reaſon of their hipocriſie and ſkraightnes of liſe.ſuch 
as be aß contentious naſnres, doe follow them and commend 
their doings. We nerd not now lie to the poet Homer foz his 
aid in pꝛeſcription of the Sirens, (&ing this our vnhappie 
age is ſo furniſhed with Marmaids, whoſe delicate tunes,pze- 
tenſed holines t (weet venemous inticements do ſo rauiſh and Their tongs 
tickle the itching cares of a ſoꝛt of giddy headed people, as they are much iſe 
do thinke themſelues rapt vp into the third heauen. Wherby ggercaries 
they haue hatched ſuch a viperous bzotherhode of Sycophant pe, that m= 
whelps,both dog whelps w bitch whelps, half ſaintes halle de- chanted the 
uils, with buſte diſſentious heads,pzoud diſdainfull ſtomacks, bearers, 
wilful wits, facious harts, bꝛaſt᷑ faces,golde mouths,'4 ſmoth 
gloſing tongues as this land befoze time was neuer troubled 
withall: Same ſnatching curres that bite befoze they barke : 
ſome barking ſhalts that would bite if they durſt: ſome faw- 
ning ſpaniels much like p flattring butcher, who gently claws 
eth the Dre, when he intends to knocke him on the head. 

They take great pleaſure and delight in comming to Ber-

tointly agree together like bzethzen;and vnder a gloſing ſhew 
of obedience,like vnnaturall childꝛen, who at the commaun- 
dement of an adulterous ſtepfather, are willing and ready to 
thzaft their (wo2ds into their mothers belly, line gaping foz a 
dap to vtter their malice, At whoſe handes there is no other 
friendſhip,oz true harts to be looked foz, But as Nahas king 
of the Amozites , would hane made with the king of Jabes, 
by pulling out their right eyes, So nothing canrefozme.con- 
tent oz ſatiltle theſe, except peelding vp the anthozity of Ec⸗ 
cleſtalticall gonernment into their handes. And therefo2e, 
certaine they are poſſeſſed with ſome great maiſter deuil,they

will neuer be quiet, till they may rule themſelues without 
- Their wo2ds and reaſons vnfo many ſe me big in ſound, 
pet in truth are but ſmall in weight, great in ſhew, little in 
ſubſtance, full of terror, voide of wiſedome, rather bugs to 
fray babes, than matter to mane any ſtaide Chztſtian,great 
perſwaſtons to ſeduce weak fleth,pet not ſufficient to ſatiily 
conſcience : they may ſtirre vp coniectore in ſome vnſtayde 
b2aines,which like weake reedes will moue and wag with 
eueris blaſt of wind, pet not able to ſtaie aſſuraunte in ſach 
conſtant Ch2iſtian ſudiects, as ſtande firme and faithfull to 
God, their P2ince and Countrey, like Dakes: ſo that Yel- , c,, 16.13. 
lebozus were moze fit to purge their frantike bꝛaines, than 
arguments to confute their trifling errd2s. 

Co pꝛocied, our delicate and fruitfull Countrey, bath in- 
gendered a multitude of daintie and vicious people, pꝛoude, 
pꝛodigall waſters, miſerable pinching pꝛoulers ſalſe diſſeni⸗ 
bling lyars, faire lozes , and ſmooth tongnes without good

It is 
ſaid, p a Camelion can tranſfoꝛme himſclfe into all colours 
ſave white, aud our people haue all conditions ſane honeſtie. 
ders 
moꝛe dꝛonkennes, in Crete moꝛe lying, in France moꝛe diſs 
ſimulat ion, no2 in Jewzp moze hypotriſie, than is now pꝛac⸗ 
tiſed in England. And as god men woulde gladly haue euill 
men amended, ſo euill men had rather haue good men conſe- 
med. The multitude of ſinners haue ſo chaſed away þ ſhame 
of ſin, that comon wickednes is taken fo2 no pꝛiuate offence: 
there is ſuch vnmertifull bzibing,oppzelſing, and w2ingi 
the poꝛe, as though there were neither God to hono2,de 

to dꝛead, heauen to hope fes, noʒ hell toeſchew, Eutrie ont 
moꝛe liberall to lend another his conſcience, than his monie: 
and his ſeale of moze credite than his ſoule. One crowe wyll 
not picke out the eyes of another: but foz money, one mam 
wyll not ſticke to pick another to the harde bones, acco2ding 
to the Pꝛouerbe: Homo homini Lupus eſt; Man ſo man, 
is no man, but a Wolfe. The people therefoze are poſſeſſed 
with denils, they ſleepe in ſinne , and it is high time to a-

The glozy ofthe Romanes in olde time, was to ſpeake 
little and doe much :of the Greekes'to ſpeake much, and 
doe little, and of our diſſemblung P2otcſtants;to talke much; 
but learne fo amend nothing at all. Our Tlders wers ruds 
in ſperch, and ciuill in manners: we cinill in ſptrch, and rude 
in maners : they beleued as Pagans, and liued like Chziltis 
ans: we beleue as Chziftians, and liue like Pacans : they 
pzeached not the wozd,no2 we lius acco2ding to þ wozd: the 
name of God is in our tongues , but his feare is not in our 
darts: the Papiſts call vs Solifidians , but our wozks 
declare vs rather Nullifidians: wee are like the Athenians,

ane: we dere to heare thouſands, and pet frame our ſelues 
to pꝛadiſe none: our Pzeachors,foz the better inffruction of 
the people in all trueth and godlines, haue painefullie indea- 
uour ed themſelues to beate down the ſuperſtitious abuſe of 
faſting ꝓꝛavers, and almes deedes, cammending the th ing it 
lelfe as very and acceptable in Gods ſight, but they 
vunderſtandung (An it were) with their herles, vpon a wilfull 
negligence, haus taken occaſion thereby to caſt away bothe 
faſting, pꝛaper, and almes deedes, with feaſtes of the pe, 
and altogether. Againe, ſome Pꝛeachers teach the people, 
at the hearing of the name of Jeſus to bowe the knee : ano- 
ther ſoꝛt denie it, as vnlawſyl- to peelde moze reverence fo 
that name, than to God the Father and tho hoty Ghoſt : the 
people hear ing that,thinke (co2ne;to home their knee to anie 
of all the thzee. Thus they make their ubertie a cloake of 
looſeneſſe, turne the grace of Cad into wantonneſſe, and tbe 
nya —— they have changed wozks 
into wozdes, - godly deuotion into bare knowledge : and are 


become rather ſippe Golpellers, than life Coſpellers. The 1,14. 


Papiſts were not ſo zealous to gnilde their Memnples wyth 
golde, but our Pꝛoteſtants are as negligent to guilde theyz 
ſoules with vertue. They were beneficiall and dil igent both 
in decking the falſe dead pictures of Saints, and fecding the 
true lively members of Chꝛiſt: and wee ſerme fo condemne 
the one, and leaue the other vndone. They vſed faſting from 
meates, we neither from meate noꝛ ſinne. they pꝛaied often, 
we ſeldome oz neuer: they were bountifull to the poꝛe, 
we line onely to our ſelues: they wzought of intent to me⸗ 
rite heauen, we neither do god fo2 merit, no2 pet of charitie 
and duetie: yea, wee are come frem blinde zeale to wyl- 
full wickedneſſe, and from ſuperſtition to no Religion.

ved better edilled and ſoundlier ſatiſficd by the only woꝛds 
of the tert diſtinaly read, then by long tedious vifcourſes of - 
mens inuentions, and moꝛe pꝛoſited by reading of one gan⸗ 
ly homily , Wheria the truth is plainly opened and pꝛaued, 
and falſe doarine tõfuted, being well penned in god method

JI wiſh they bad maze then they haue, ſo were it better, that 
of ſuch *nowledge as makes theſe hot talkers and confen- 4 
ders to ſwell o big, and ſerme fo wiſe in their own conceits, 

they had leſſe then theythaue : they ſtarue not foz too litle, 

but rather ſurfet with too much.
